The Losses ot the Late War. 

It has been frequently asserted during the 
course of the late war between France and 
Germany that Prussia used her South Ger- 
man allies, Bavaria, Wurtemburg, Baden and 
Hesse, in a great measure, as catspaws to 
rake the chestnuts from the fire. But the 
Official list of losses given by the Ministry 
ot Wer an Beftin tells quite another tale. 
It shows that Prussia, or rather the North 
German Confederation, of which she forms 
the main portion, bore the great brunt of 
the battle, and that the losses of the South- 
ern States, both m offiéers and men, were 
proportion@lly much smaller. 

This report ahows that the loss of the 
united German forces in killed and wound -

( :béusand wine handred and ninety officers 


2 one hundred and twelve thousand and 
forty-one men and non-commissioned offi- 
cers, giving a total loss of one hundred 
and seventeen thousand and thirty-one 
men killedand wounded. Of this num- 
ber the North German Confederation, al- 
though its population was only three 
times larger than that of the South Ger. 
man States, lost ninety-six thousand four 
hundred and fiity-three men, or nearly 
ti¥e-sixths of the whole sem. This is 
largely in iavor ot the southern parts of 
Germany, although the proportion is not 
as advantageous if we take Bavaria in 
particular. This State lost twelve thou- 
sand four hundred and sixty.six men, and, 
as its population 1 a little more than an 
eighth of the inhabitants of the allied 
countrics, the loss even in this case is far 
beneath the average. But when we see 
that Wurtemberg, with a twentieth part 
of the population of the country, has lost 
not quite twenty-five hundred mea, or a 
little more than a fiftieth part of the gen- 
eral loss, and Baden and Hesse have been 
almost as lucky, we must admit that the 
South German States have been favored in 
this war, and that, whatever else may be 
charged to Prussia’s account, she cannot 
be held guilty of the“ charge of having 
shown an oe partiality against her 
allies. 

On the 3 a caretul observer ot 
the military events in France will have 
noticed that, while the army of “Our 
Frrrz,”’ mainly composed of the South 
German army corps, was destined to the 
lighter but more brilliant flank movements 
in the south of the seat of war, the more 
northern army corps, containing princi- 
pally Prussians and-North Germans, were 


directed sgainst Metz. While the iormer 
gained the brilliant Out compucotirely 
easy Victones 01 Weissembourg, Woerth, 
etc., fighting against a foe much inferior 
in numbers, the harder an more decisive 
struggle sgainst the main army of the 
French was reserved to the Prussians. 

There was, doubtless, deep policy in 
this course adopted by the German Gov- 
ernment. It had shown the South 
Germans, in 1866, how superior the Prus- 
sian army was to theirs, under the leader- 
ship of theirown Princes. But, while it 
hed humbled their pode in that cam- 
paign, it strove to gain their enthusiasm 
tor the Prussian leaders. Hence this ar- 
rangement, which gave the South Ger- 
mens tuch an opportunity to distinguish 
themselves. 

And this calculation proved to be cor- 
rect. The South Germans, wild with en- 
thusiasm at the victories they had gained 
under Pruseien leadership, displayed eyer 
afierward the utmost deyotion for the 
general cause. It did more for the cause 
of Prussia than her most sanguine parti- 
sans could bave expected, and Prussia, 
always practical, gave the South Germans 
a good deal oi unmerited glory tor more 
substantial benefits which she took for 
herself. She was satisfied with the sub- 
stauce and leit them the shadow. 

But while superficial accounts seemed 
to jeave most all ot the glory to South 
Germany, Prussia took good care that offi- 
cial figures should strip her Southern allies 
of this, and show the world who had to 
bear the brunt of the struggle.

“No clew as yet Bas been obtained to the r- 
petrutors ot thie diabolical outrage, DOr has any 
cause been acsigned for the attack. I: ts evident 
that the a:sassins were dete mmed upon the 
den n Of ihe whole party, and tbat all traces of 
the crime sboulad de wiped out by 
burping the bodies of the dead. Great ta- 
Gignaiion is . manifested at this exhibition 
Of mob spirit; many of the best citizens are not 
unwilling that summary punishment should be 
dealt to the perpewaiors. It is hoped that tbey 
may be ferreiea out, and such punishment as 
the law contemplates be visited upon them, and 
that the good propie may not add to the wiongs 
of society by taking ihe law into thelr own 
bangs.” 

LATER.

LEGAL. 


The Court of Appeais—Judge Rebert- 
sen’s Resignat:on a Pablic Necessity 
—Let the People Speak Cat. 

{To the Editor of the Conner-Journal.] 

For the second time witbia a deeade of 
years have the people of Kentucky been treat- 
ed to the painful and emberrassing spectacle 
of a big public functiovary tevaeiously cling- 
it g to his cflice for months after be is incura- 
bly diseased ard hopelessly bedridden, to the 
immeme detriment of the interests of the 
people who have gevercusly coefided in him. 
Let any person visit Frai kfort and have to 
do with the business of the Appellate Court 
for a day or two, and he cannot but be struck 
with the fact that the absence of the fourth 
judge from the unoccupied seat is little less 
than a calamity to the people. The over- 
worked and ever- pressed cavdition of the re- 
maining three Jucges, the constantly accu- 
mulating deckete, the deranyement and post- 
povement of cases upon me record, &c., &c., 
meke a painful imprese ion of the injury 
entailed. upon this high and sacred 
department of State by the inconsiderate 
an inexcusable omission uf Judge Robertson 
to resign and open the way toa successor 
who could render service in the position. No 
public servants are so severely tasked and so 
néarly worked down as the present officiating 
Judges; omg et they are much bebind, and 

the public trees becoming more wide- 
spread and ———— Two, at least, of tuese 
officers are showing evidences of nervous 
prostratsop; while all-are taxed beyond the 

powers of ordinary human eadurance. A 

longer continuance of the present status of 

a 1 absolutely threatening to the con 

ticuance of the court sessions, in the fadg- 

ment of many.
